published by the National H ealth Service, Lon­ 
don, which states th a t the. common cold is the 
principal cause of visits to physician. 
The report deals with the clinical records of 
eight family physicians during a 12-month period 
and says that one in eight of these patients wore 
treated for the common cold. Out of a total of 
nearly 28,000 patients, 1,485 males 
and 
2,079 
females were seen for this reason. A ltogether 
6,920 consultations were ascribed to the common 
cold w'hich, along with bronchitis, influenza and 
other nose-throat-chest diseases accounted for a 
large proportion of the total consultations. 
Among the symptoms causing consultations 
w’crc a cough, 1,230; headache, 566, mainly among 
women; disturbance of sleep, 434. More than 
3,000 consultations were diagnosed as psycho­ 
neurosis—emotional disturbance. Ju st over 1,000 
urere due to respiratory tuberculosis. 
These physicians were consulted by about two- 
thirds of their patients during the year and gave 
an average of 3.8 consultations for each patient 
on their list. Three out of five wrere women pa­ 
tients. A total of 3.090 or about 11 per cent were 
referred to hospitals. 
W e all know the symptoms of the common 
cold, sensation of burning in the nose, w ater dis­ 
charge from nose, sneezing, w atering eyes, slight 
fever, loss of voice, etc. W hat about treatm en t?

The Kingston Daily Freeman 
made its first appearance in 
1871 with Horatio Fowkes as 
editor and publisher. The Daily 
Freeman was the natural out­ 
growth of the Weekly Freeman, 
which was established in May, 
1860. 
The Kingston Journal, 
which became a part of The 
Freeman, had been established 
earlier antedating the Weekly 
Freeman by 20 years. It was a 
tremendous undertaking for Mr. 
Fowlkes to put out a daily news­ 
paper, but from its beginning 
however the venture proved a 
success.

Corn and Soybean* 
Corn farmers really went to 
town 
at 
planting 
time 
last 
spring; 
in 
fact, 
they planted 
nearly a half million acres more 
than planned in the March in­ 
tentions. The second largest crop 
on record is currently indicated; 
but what the final outturn will 
be remains to be seen. Much de­ 
pends upon the weather between 
now and harvest time. With the 
hog-com ratio still at favorable 
levels, a large corn crop could 
be profitable for hog producers. 
I have long been intrigued by 
soybean s— one of the nation’s 
most 
versatile crops, 
with 
a 
phenomenal growth curve in re­ 
cent years. I should not be sur­ 
prised if farmers put more acre­ 
age into soybeans this year than 
ever before, because of diver­ 
sion of acreage from crops un­ 
der allotment programs, attrac­ 
tive prices, and favorable plant­ 
ing conditions. This could mean 
a large crop and downward pres­ 
sure on soybean prices at har­ 
vest time. 
Cotton and Other Fall Crops 
Heavy supplies of U. S. cotton 
would have glutted markets and 
severely depressed prices dur­ 
ing the past year had it not been 
for government loans. 
Yet, the 
basis has been laid for an im­ 
proved statistical position in the 
1954-1955 season. 
Cotton farm ­ 
ers more than complied with the 
government’s rigid control pro­ 
gram. 
Acreage in cultivation on 
July 1 was sharply under a year 
ago and 
the 
ten-year July 1 
average. 
Total supplies, never­

Supports and Farm Income 
The government’s price sup­ 
port program will have to be re­ 
vamped. 
Under the present sys­ 
tem. farm surpluses have mount­ 
ed to fantastic levels at the tax­ 
payers’ expense. 
While it will 
require a high degree of political 
I courage to do the right thing, I 
believe that we are on the way. 
If farm price supports a re to 
continue, they certainly should 
be directly geared to the size of 
the crops produced. 
This means 
a flexible system, which is the 
only thing that makes sense. 
As far as farm income is con­ 
cerned, I believe that the 1955 
outlook is favorable. 
Although 
there may be a slight decline as 
compared with 1954, the farm ­ 
er’s net income will still be sub­ 
stantial, and a strong bulwark 
to the national economy. Farm ­ 
ing is an essential industry. Its 
people are industrious, sensible, 
and highly religious. 
I do not 
believe they ask for or need any 
special privileges; but they are 
entitled to a just share of the 
nation’s economic prosperity.

When I get to Paris next 
month, there are two people I 
am determined to look up. They 
both live in St. Denis, the work­ 
ingmen’s district north of the 
city, and they are both priests. 
One of these priests, the Abbe 
Pierre, 
received 
considérame 
attention in the American press 
a few months ago, and I under­ 
stand 
that 
in 
France 
they 
talked 
about 
him 
almost 
as 
much as they did about Indo­ 
china. 
Why all this talk? Well, Paris 
in the spring may be a Pernod- 
green \ersion of Paradise, but 
in 
the winter 
it’s something 
else 
again—a 
bleak, 
shivery 
city whose low'er-depth neigh­ 
borhoods are overrun with des­ 
titute families. 
Last winter, the Council of 
the Republic met in itfc centrally 
heated chamber and refused to 
pass an emergency housing bill 
for these half-frozen people. A 
few days later, a threc-months- 
old baby died of exposure in an 
abandoned truck, and the fol­ 
lowing week 17 people Iroze to 
death in the streets. 
Appalled by this, the Abbe 
Pierre started a one-man cam ­ 
paign for the homeless. Within 
a week, he somehow managed 
to collect 20,000 blankets and 
$250,000 in cash. With part of 
the money, he bought a large 
plot of Paris wasteland and, as­ 
sisted by a set of inspired rag-, 
pickers whom he dubbed “The 
Companions,” 
he 
set 
up 
the 
“Notre Dame of the Homeless” 
—123 three-room dwellings at a 
cost of $425 per unit. 
Before long, this impromptu 
towm was sheltering and feeding 
2,500 people a day. This com­ 
ing winter, the “Apostle of the 
Homeless” hopes 
to 
have 
at 1 
least 50 such “em ergency cities” 
ready, no m atter what the poli­ 
ticians do or do not do. 
Clearly, the Abbe Pierre is 
one of the sights of Paris I 
don’t want to miss. . . .
